REMARKS 


Applicants have amended the specification by inserting headings as appropriate, by 
removing a reference to the claims and by revising the abstract to a form more conventional in 
this country. Applicants have also amended the claims to remove terminology not customary in 
this country and to improve the claim language by rewriting original claims 1 and 2 as new 
claims 3 and 4. The scope of the reformatting produced by the claim amendments was great 
enough that the undersigned attorney decided to rewrite the claims completely, instead of 
showing the amendments in underline and strikeout form, in the interest of readability. No new 
matter has been added, nor has the claim scope been narrowed by these amendments. 

Early action allowing claims 3 and 4 is solicited.
